to Jiminez 
Chihuahua and beyond. 
On eac^iside 
of the road are mountains. 
These 
for ten miles are marked with rifle 
pits, dug in previous revolutions. 
It 
is reported that the federals moved 
out of Torreon in two detachments, 
pursuant to orders from Provisional 
President Huerta. 
One detachm ent 
Is said 
to have 
moved over the plains west of the 
railroad with the mountains between 
it and the road, while the main body 
went directly by rail to Escalon. The 
eastern detachm ent evidently was try 
ing to get in Villa’s rear, as it was 
moving toward Jiminez, which is forty­ 
five mile® north of Escalon. 
General 
Urbina of the Constitutionalists, how­ 
ever. had been posted at Rosario to 
guard against just such strategy and 
last Saturday 
is said 
to have 
en­ 
countered the advance guard of the 
federals at or near that city, which 
is about 110 miles west of Jiminez. 
He is said to have been outnumber, 
ed and to have telegraphed in alarm 
for more men and artillery.

Sacramento, Cal., March 18.—In a 
i remarkable report communicated to 
the war departm ent in Washington, 
Adjutant General Forbes of the na­ 
tional guard of California has given 
^ official cognizance to an alleged plan 
of General Kelley’s unemployed army 
to seize the federal arsenal at Rock 
Island, 111., in order to equip an army 
of 500,000 men with arm s and ammu­ 
nition for a revolution against the 
government. 
General Forbes’ report is based on 
one made to him by Lieutenant Frank­ 
lin Grimes of a Sacramento company 
of the state guard, who joined Kelley's 
army as a hobo some days ago, w’hile 
acting as a spy on behalf of his chief. 
Lieutenant Grimes, with a w ealth of 
detail, related how he had gained the 
confidence of the leaders of the un­ 
employed, who divulged to him their 
plan for capturing the United States 
government. 
There was to be a gath­ 
ering of many armies at Chicago, ac­ 
cording to Grimes, the men reaching 
that city as hest they might. 
The leaders, according to the mili­ 
tia spy, believed they could assemble 
500,000 men at Chicago. 
Then, mov­ 
ing In force, they would attack and 
capture the Rock Island arsenal. 
Railroads out of Chicago would be 
commandeered, said 
the lieutenant, 
and the unemployed force, well arm ­ 
ed, would be rushed toward Washing­ 
ton, where it would at once have the 
federal government at its mercy. 
“General” Charles Kelley's unem­ 
ployed army, which began its march 
on Washington 1,800 strong, from San 
Francisco ten days ago, has been dis­ 
persed. 
Only a handful of irreconcil- 
ables remain in the camp on the Yolo 
levee, to which the army was driven 
last week by Sacramento deputies.

“You must never carry the required 
thirty-six states for a constitutional 
woman suffrage amendment," said the 
senator, "until you repeal the fifteenth 
amendment.”

The relative strength of the twn, 
however, Is material only as It may 
Indicate the strength of the two ia 
the finals. Each polled about one-third 
of the total vote cast and the final vic­ 
tory will go to the man who can pull 
the larger portion of the vote that 
went to the other candidates. 
Returns 
from 
IOO precincts give 
Nash 6,639 and Powers 7.345. Leavitt 
Corning comes third with 3,063, lea* 
than half as many as went to either of 
the two leaders. 
Jesse F o o l with 
2.502, will run a close fourth, while 
J. F. Emme, the Socialist candidate, 
has received 1,839, a little more than 
the normal party vote.

Reported he Committed Robberies in 
Brainerd, Details of Which are 
Being Sought 


When William Fultz, aged 19, con­ 
fessing to county officials of Burley 
county at Bismarck th a t he had par 
t i t r a t e d in a burglary at Brainerd, 
and was arrested after participating 
in the robbery of the Bismarck Hard 
ware Co. store and was also Impli­ 
cated in the New Salem robbery, the 
Brainerd Dispatch imm ediately got 
into com m unication with the county 
attorney at Bismarck to endeavor to 
ascertain w hat store Fultz had robbed 
in Brainerd. 
H. R. Berndt, states attorney w rit­ 
ing from Bismarck, kindly gave this 
reply: 
“ Your inquiry in relation to 
the confessed buglary in your city by 
one William Fultz, recently here sen­ 
tenced to an indeterm inate term of 
one to five years in the state peniten­ 
tiary, will say th at Fultz did not dis­ 
close tne nam e of the parties nor the 
place of which he spoke other than 
as having been in your city, nor did 
he reveal the names of any of his pals. 
“ When asked in regard to that he 
disclaimed to know them, insisting 
th a t he had but casually become ac­ 
quainted with them and th at they 
pulled off the stunt, he being unable 
to give other details, merely that he 
stood guard somehow 
and 
some­ 
where, just the same as he claims to 
have done in this city, (B ism arck), 
but adm its that for his share of the 
swag he got $5. 
“ Young as the fellow is, I am of 
tho opinion th a t he is a bad charac­ 
ter despite his protestations to the 
contrary. 
“ I shall, however, try through the 
warden to get him to tell something 
more about himself and his partici­ 
pation in the alleged 
burglary at 
Brainerd, and if he proves more suc­ 
cessful in obtaining details to report 
results to you.” 
It is believed in 
B rainerd that 
Fultz may have been 
the outside 
guard at the time the B. Soloski 
store was robbed of $39 and of which 
robbers the police have been unable 
to gain a trace.

The establishment of the Careful 
Club arose out of the work of the 
Northern Pacific's Bureau of E (fie ten- 
icy, Mr. Charles 
T. Banks, 
special 
J representative. First Vice-President 
I George T. Slade, 
in 
charge. 
This 
Bureau of Efficiency In the short year 
in which It has been in operation has 
accomplished a great deal in the way 
of instructing Northern Pacific em­ 
ployes In methods of carefulness, in 
■ checking waste and dangerous prac- 
; tices, and in promoting safety. Un- 
! der the methods adopted by the Bu­ 
reau the men may be said to practi- 
! cally become their own Inspectors. 
By means of bulletins and circular 
letters the attention of the employes 
in the railway shops, yards, on and 
about trains, at railway stations, etc., 
is called to conditions, habits or prac­ 
tices which endanger life or limb and 
may result in more or less serious ac­ 
cidents. 
The pride of the men is en­ 
listed in this regard and they them­ 
selves become keenly alive to all Im­ 
provement in these respects. 
A few 
examples will indicate the methods of 
the bureau: 


Attention has been given to keep­ 
ing railway yards and shop premises 
clear of all obstructions; to the box­ 
in g of guy wires, the removal of old 
posts and other objects and matter 
which served no purpose, 


Repair t r a d ' clearance cards have 
been put into 
general 
use. 
This 
clearance card Is. in fact, a train 
order— is issued by the car foreman 
and certifies th at no men are work­ 
in g underneath or between the cars 
on the repair track. 
The 
engine 
foreman ar conductor must have one 
of these clearance cards before en­ 
tering a repair track. 
There is no 
record, up to date, of a violation of 
this order, and no man 
has beer 
killed ar injured on account of cars 
being moved on repair tracks since 
this order became effective. 


A system of having all shop tools, 
Jacks, etc.. Inspected by the rank and 
file of shop employes and a detailed 
report made by them of tools, etc., 
found to be defective or unsafe and 
the taking out of service of all such 
was made effective 
in Feb., 
1913, 
since which time injuries due to de­ 
fective tools, machines, jacks, etc., 
have been almost entirely eliminated. 
A change in the type of locomotive 
shaker bars has been made which has 
resulted 
in 
eliminating 
injuries 
caused by shaker bars slipping off 
from the nipple. 


To eliminate injuries caused by tool 
handles breaking and to save time, 
incidentally, in fitting new handles 
to tools, a superior grade 
of 
tool 
handles has been made standard. 
Walkte and hand rails have been 
placed on bridges inside or just out­ 
side of the yard limits of station 
grounds, etc., where trainmen are 
obliged to work. 


All coal docks on the system have 
been inspected and such changes as 
seemed desirable made to mimimize 
accidents. 


been changed from six to seven feet. 
Station 
platforms where passen­ 
gers might step off and be injured 
have been protected by railings, and 
hand rails have been 
attached 
to 
steps, etc. 
The walls of turntable pits have 
been whitewashed to light them up 
and prevent men from accidentally 
walking into ...-em 
and 
being in­ 
jured. 
As 
the result 
of 
precautionary 
measures adopted by this company 
through its Efficiency Bureau, 
the 
percentage of fatal accidents to em ­ 
ployes has been reduced from .04 
percent in Ja nuary, 1913, to .009 per­ 
cent in October, 1913, and while the 
num ber of injuries sustained in the 
same period does not show' as m ark­ 
ed a decrease in terms of percentage 
the seriousness of th injuries has been 
very materially lessened. 
In January, 1913, 72 percent of 
those Injured were off 
duty 
more 
than three days; the other 28 per­ 
cent lost less than three days in the 
time required to .recover. 
In Octo­ 
ber, 1913, 57 percent of the acci­ 
dents were slight, and only 43 per­ 
cent 
were what 
might In1 termed 
"serious” or 
which 
necessitated a 
lay-off or more than three days, a 
gain of 29 percent in favor of effi­ 
cacious measures put in use, 
Of the total 
numbei of parsons 
killed during this period (employes, 
passengers, pedestrians, trespassers) 
etc., 97 percent were the result of 
negligence and but 3 percent could 
be attributed 
to 
physical 
causes. 
Kigthteen per cent of the accidents 
resulting in injuries only were due to 
physical causes and 82 percent were 
changeable to negligence of the in­ 
dividuals themselves. 
The examples and siattstlcal m a t­ 
ter here given wall tell better than 
argum ent can of the general lines 
along which the Bureau of Efficiency 
work*, of the beneficial results al­ 
ready obtained, and will also indi­ 
cate how valuable the Careful Club 
may become in preventing accidents 
and injuries. 
The wark Is yet in Its 
infancy, has been really but fairly es­ 
tablished, but it can readily be seen 
that it will, w ithout doubt, increase 
greatly the factor of safety and prove 
a beneficial and valuable adjunct in 
all lines of Northern Pacific railroad­ 
ing.

In ne line of human endeavor has the in­ 
ventive brain of the scientist contributed more 
to th e world’s progress than by the creation 
of the art of telephony, of which the Bell 
system Is the embodiment.

These achievements represent vast expendi­ 
tures of money and immense concentration of 
effort which have been justified by results of 
immeasurable benefit to the public. 
No local 
company unaided could bear the financial or 
scientific burden of this work. 
Such results 
are possible only through a centralized gen­ 
eral staff, avoiding wasteful duplication of 
effort, working out problems common to all, 
for the benefit of all. 
The pioneers of the Bell System recognized 
that telephone service as they saw it, was in 
the broadest sense a public utility; that upon 
them rested a public obligation to give the 
best possible service at the most reasonable 
rates consistent with risk, investment and the 
continued improvement and maintenance of 
its property. 
Without this expenditure of millions and 
concentration of effort, the telephone art as it 
exists could not have been developed. 
What we have done In working out these 
great problems In the past should be accepted 
as a guarantee of w hat we will do in the 
future.
